WEM—ME AND MY CAR 
Free Wood of the Month of July 2016 reported by Ross Kingdon 


Me And My Car G/F $1 OFF / Car WEST EDMONTON MALL PHASE III (8300 - 081) from 
Edmonton 1992 given to me many years ago by the late Pat White Black / Black, R-1, 
38mm - 15,000 is our July 2016 featured woods. Now it’s odd this 1992 wood refers to 
Phase III which was in 1985. It was Phase IV that would have been in 1992. Possibly this 
was an error wood? Al Munro feels it refers to the area in the mall where the store was. 





The history of WEM is the story of a proud and resourceful family with a long, rich history. 
lt begins in the late 1940s, when the Ghermezians left their homeland for New York. In 
the ‘50s, they began to move north and west. Jacob Ghermezian, the family patriarch, 
sent his eldest sons to Montreal where they were educated and re-established the family 
business, selling Persian rugs. In the ‘60s and ‘70s decided to settle in Edmonton. In the 
late ‘70s they hatched the idea of WEM. The Mall opened in September 1981 with Phase 
l. t was 1,140,560 square feet and featured 220 stores and services. Phase II opened in 
September 1983 and increased the size of the Mall by 1,129,800 square feet. Phase II 
brought the Ice Palace Skating Rink, Galaxyland Amusement Park and another 240 shops 
and services. 


Phase Ill opened in September 1985. World Waterpark, Deep Sea Adventure, Dolphin 
Lagoon, Sea Life Caverns and Professor Wem’s Adventure Golf all became a reality with 
Phase Ill and the Mall grew to a total of 5.2 million square feet, occupying a total land 
mass of 120 acres. In 1986, with the opening of the highly anticipated Fantasyland Hotel, 
another 12 storeys were added. Innovative and unique, this hotel 
offered guests the opportunity to travel the world in its five theme |& 
room styles. During the ‘90s, Phase IV opened and included mega-|® 
versions of Chapters, Starbucks, HMV and Scotiabank Theatre/IMAX 
3D Theatre. West Edmonton Mall Inn opened across the street in 
1999 to accommodate the increasing number of tourists.

Goshen 250 


At first site most harness-racing fans would assume this well-preserved 52 year-old wooden 
token (issued by the Goshen Chamber of Commerce) and the first day cover are for the 
Goshen racetrack. But actually its for Goshen, New York a community which celebrated 250 
years in 1964, a village of 5,000 people in rural Orange County (about 50 miles northwest of 
New York City) which becomes the harness-racing capital of the world each year on the 
Fourth of July weekend. However, the racetrack should not be overlooked, as in 1988, it 
celebrated its 150th anniversary. Goshen held a 4-day celebrating July 1-4, 1988. There was 
250 horse owners, trainers and drivers, who came to the historic track to win glory and cash 
in 60 races over the weekend, with total purses of about $275,000. There was also gloom 
on the horizon as representatives of the state’s 7 commercial harness-racing tracks 
indicated they were facing financial disaster due to falling attendance and betting caused by 
state-operated off-track betting parlors. 





GOSHEN 


250 Goshen is considered the Founding Father Harness Track as harness racing began in 

Goshen with the arrival from England in 1788 of the founding father of trotters and pacers, 
YEARS OLD Imported Messenger. Almost all harness-racing horses today descend from this Hall of Fame 
Trotter. Harness horses (Standardbreds) are driven by riders in flimsy two-wheeled carriages 
1714. 1964 (sulkies). Pacers run with the right front leg and right rear leg moving forward at the same 
7 time. Trotters run by moving legs diagonally, with the right front and left rear legs forward at 
the same time. 


Goshen track was the site of the famed Hambletonian race (1930-1956). New York state has seen the largest decline of 
harness racing in the U.S. This is primarily due to the state lottery, off-tracking betting, and proximity to Atlantic City. Over 
the years the 7 commercial tracks in the state have requested tax relief to avoid financial ruin. 





Boarded up pari-mutuel windows testify to the fact that the Goshen historic track is not a commercial track. Betting has 
been prohibited since the land was donated by its owners, the Harriman family, in 1978 to a non-profit organization. One 
of the reasons the track is Surviving is a mecca of young owners and drivers making a living by breeding and racing horses.

Larry Leaves A Legacy 


The first “formal” wooden tokens catalogue in Canada was produced June 1979 led by Norman E. Wells with 60 contributors 
(and partially soonsored by the CAWMC and others like James Charlton), the likes of J. Douglas Ferguson, James E. Charlton, 
Ronald A. Greene, Ross W. Irwin, and 56 others submitted. | have a personally signed autographed version of the full 
catalogue from the first issue of Well’s catalogue. Now Larry Gingras also did part of it. He contributed his own fully- 
illustrated Wooden Money Of Canada 40 page book (with 182 pictures) which was published in 1961 by the Vancouver 
Numismatic Society (- the book is still available from the Toronto Library). From 1963 to late 1979s Larry issued illustrated 
Supplements for the catalogue every 2 years. Scott E. Douglas (FRCNA, FONRS, FONA, GKStE), on June 1, 2016 gave me an 
original issue of Gingras’ book. In 1975 Larry authored a book 117 pages you can get on 
Amazon “Medals Tokens and Paper Money of the Hudson Bay Company.” Also a 22 page 
“Paper Money of Hudson Bay” booklet. In 1972 he published a 30 page book “The 
Beaver Club Jewels,” and he written on North Vancouver City Ferries & Their Tokens, JOP 
dollars Joseph Oliva Patenaude, Jeweler from Nelson, B.C.), counter-marked coins and 
tokens and other topics as well. In 1959, Jack Griffin along with Larry Gingras authored a 
CNA Journal article of the “Portrait Varieties of Canadian Victoria Large Cents,” nearly 8 
years before Jim Haxby's articles appeared. Larry was born in 1915 — before his death in 
the 1980s, he resided in Richmond (B.C.). This 1963 RCNA / VNS convention medal reverse depicts The Lions (twin 
mountain peaks of the North Shore coastal range, with the Lion’s Gate Suspension bridge in the foreground), and this medal 
was designed by Larry Gingras, Leslie C. Hill, and Lawrence Kristmanson. It was struck by 
Pressed Metal Products of Vancouver. Larry was the founder of the Canadian 
Numismatic Research Society (CRNS) in 1964.
